Birmingham, Ala. May 5.—Forty- 
five white men and between 130 and 
146 negroes are entombed in 
coal mine at Palos jonight, as the re- 
sult of a terrific explosion occurring 
this afternoon at 1:30 o'clock. 

Palos is 40 miles west of Birming- 
ham and the mines are owned by the 
Palos Coal and Coke Company, of 
which the Brennan Brothers, of Birm- 
ingham, are the owners. 

State Mine Inspector James Hill- 
house, who is on the scene tonight,

Flames Shot Into Air. 

The flames resulting from the ex- 
plosion shot into the air from the 
slope for a distance of 200 feet and 
the shock.«was felt for miles around.

Local rescuers at Palos began at 
once to do what they could but relief 
work was not started in earnest until 
the special train from Birmingham ar- 
rived in Palos shortly after four 


o'clock. 
Special Train Carries Rescuers. 

This special train carried state Mine 
Inspector James Hillhcuse, J. J. Rue 
ledge, government expert in charge of 
ihe geological station at Knoxville, 
Tenn., who happened in the district 
investigating the recent disaster at 
Mulga, eight physicians and surgeons, 
four undertakers and a number of 
special helpers. The hospital relief car 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail- 
road Company was also taken. This 
car contains helmets and all of the 
other necessary paraphernalia for en- 
tering gaseous mines. 

The first rescuers who went into the 
mine after the explosion were over- 
come by fire-damp ,and had ti be car- 
ried out. Mr. Rutledge was among the 
first ti enter, and after working his 
way 140 feet down the slope, found 
the second-right entry cave-in. Two of 
the bodies recovered tonight were in 
the main slope. 

Killed 30 Feet Away. 

James Gousby, a mail carrier, was 
killed 30 feet from the mouth of the 
slope, and his body was hurled 380 feet 
inte the river. He was walking along 
the railroad track and was directly in 
front of the slope when the explosion: 
occurred. It was judged from this that 
the force of the explosion was such 
that none of the men on the interior 
could possibly be alive. There are\a 
mnumtLer of mining camps within 2 or 
$8 miles of the Palos mine, and within 
a short time aftre the explosion a 
great crowd had gathered about the 


{ill-fated slope. 

Hundreds of women and children 
were around the mine wringing their 
hands and crying piteously tonight. 
Jim Baird is foreman of the mine and 
Jim Pasco fire boss. 

The Palos mines have been worked 
for @ number of years and the én- 
tries were extensive. The only hope 
that some of the men have escaped 
and are still alive is the possibility 
that they were far enough away from 
the explosion to have missed its force. 

Cause of Explosion. 

It is thought that the explosion was 
eaused by the accumulation of gas in 
some of the old abandoned entries 
which are barely visited. 

The Palos Coal and Coke Company 
is owned entirely by the Drennens, of 
Birmingham. D. M. Drennen is presi- 
dent. VW. Millville Dreennen is vice 
president, and Felix I. Drennen, secre- 
tary and general manager. The mines 
have a capacity of over 600 tons a day 
and have dome an enormous business 
for the past two or three years, work- 
ing night and day. The company was 
one of the few in the district which 
has always signed up with the Miners’ 
imion and they have always worked 
union miners only. The mines are in 
what is known as the Warrior basin 
and are within two miles of Flat Top 
and the Bessie Mines, two of the lare-

To reach Macon Mr. Hamilton has 
decided to make the trip not as he 
has made a lot of former trips, by 
tearing his machine apart, boxing it 
up and shipping it by freight, but by 
the power of his own in his aeroplane. 

The distance from Augusta to Ma- 
con is 88 miles. Mr. Hamilton pro- 
poses to make this flight without a 
single stop en route. His manager, Nat 
Reiss, will accompany him on the trip, 
but in an automobile along the road 
below. 

If Mr. Hamilton performs this feat, 
and there are many,now that they have 
seen him perform in Atlanta, who be- 
lieve that the trip will reach a suc- 
cessful termination, it’ will be one of 
the greatest feats ever attempted by 
an aviator. Making the flight across 
the country -will be wonderful indeed. 

But this Is not all that Mr. Hamilton 
is planning. A New York newspaper 
has hung up a prize of $10,000 for the 


successful aviator who flies from New 
York to Albany, a distance of 162 
miles, specifying only three stop en 
route, for gasoline.

ARE VERY THIC 
IN COSTA RICA 


Large Parl of Cartago Has Been 
Desiroyed by Powerful Seis- 
mic Shocks 


SCORES OF BU:LDINGS 
ARE REFORTED IN RUIAS 


Among the Destroyed Struc- 
tures Is Carnegie’s Palace of 
Justice---Details as to Horror 
Are Meager as the Telegraph 
Wires Have Been Put Out of 
Commission by Earthquake. 
° 


San Juan Del Sur, Nicaragua, May 
5.—A large part of Cartago, Costa 
Rica, was destroyed last night by a 
powerful seismic movement. Details 
are very meager, as the telegraph 
wires have been leveled between San 
Jose Cartago.' The operators at the 
latter place were killed. 

At Least 500 Perseus Dead. 

It is known that at least 500 persons 
are dead and many hundreds Injured. 
Scores of buildings were thrown down, 
among them the Palace of Justice, 
erected by Andrew Carnegie. 

The wife and child of Dr. Bocanegra, 
the Guatemalan magistrate to the 
Central American arbitration court, 
have been killed. Panic reigns as the 
earthquake continues. 

San Jose has also been shaken, some 
of the buildings being damaged, but 
no deaths are reported in that city. 
Some persons were slightly ‘njured. 

Fart: shocks also were felt at sev- 
eral pointe In Nicaragua near the 
Costa Rican frontier. Reports reach- 
ing here state that there is much suf- 
fering and destitution at Cartaga, con- 
sequént upon the disaster. 

_ At Foot of Voleano. 

Cartago,’ capital of Cartago prov- 
incé, lies at the foot of Irazu volcano, 
about’14 miles from San Jose. It hag 
an estimated population of 10,000 and 
is the \seat of the Central American 
peace court, for the home of which 
Andrew Carnegie donated a large sum. 

Cartago wag the capital of the coun- 
try until 1825. It has suffered free 
quently from earthquake and was par- 
tially, or in greater part, destroyed in 
1723, 1803, 1825, 1841, 1851 and 1854. 

On April 13 last a series of eariu- 
quakes, varying in intensity, swept 
over Cost cica, doing considerable 
material Gamage but practically with- 
out loss of life. San Jose suffered most 
severely, while both Cartago and Port 
Limon felt the force of the disturb- 
ance. 

Central Americans Shocked. 

Washington, May 5.—Central Amefi- 
can diplomats were thrown into con- 
sternation tonight over the news of 
the destruction of Cartago. 
Costa Rican legation here, inister 
Calvo received word that the city 
practically had been destroyed; that 
five hundred persons were dead end 


many hundred injured as a result of 


Further, the minister 
was informed by 
foreign affairs, the 
ceased and the damage 
life is confined to Cartago.

FOUR CARS STARTED RACE; 
ONLY MARMON FINISHED 


Strang Got Second Money-~-Asa 
Candler Drove Swell Race 
Against Stoddard --- Harroun 
Was the Star of the Day. 
Endicott Won Light Car Ten- 
Mile Race.

The first day’s races at the Atlanta 
Automobile Speedway were pulled off 
fn fine style, only the injury to several 
of the cars marring the sport and pre- 
venting it from being one of the most 
successful day’s meets ever held in 
the world: but mechanical troubles, 
ignition troubles and some other minor 
eauses made it necessary for several 
of the cars to drop from the races 
in which they were entered. 

Seven events in all were pulled off, 
including the 200-mile stock chassis 
race, which for a while promised to 


be one of the most interesting events 
ever pulled off on an auto track, but 
accidents began to happen and after 
the fiftieth mile there were only 
two cars in the race. 

The starters in the event, which was 
for the Atlanta Speedway trophy, the 
$10,000 cup, and $600 in gold for the 
winner and $800 in gold for the second 
ear, were Aitken in a National, Clic- 
quot in a Knox, Strang in an 8S. P. O. 
and Harroun in a Marmon. 

s. P. 0. In Trouble. 

The 8S. P. O. was the first car to 
meet with an accident, a_ steering 
knuckle breaking. He returned to the 
race later. The National car met with 
an accident at the completion of its 
forty-ninth mile. A complete detail 
of this accident with a picture of the 
wrecked car will be found elsewhere. 
The Knox car retired at the end of the 
fifty-second mile, a connecting rod 
breaking, the car having run on three 
cylinders for 10 miles. Mike Clicquot 
was willing to go ahead with the race, 
but the owner of the car did not want 
to take any chances. 

Sirang end his S. P. O. stopped three 
times more before he reached the 150th 
mile. When he reached this the Mar- 
mon had finished the race and Strang 
6id not finish. but he got second 
money just the same. 

For the first 40 miles the National 
ear led the field, taking the lead 
from the start and holding it until it 
left the race. Aitken broke Chevro- 
let’s record last year for 30 miles, 
Chevrolet’s time being 24:31.73 and Ait- 
ken’s 234:28.48 At the 40 miles Aljlt- 
ken was still ahead of the record. He 
made the distance in 32:28.85. Chevro- 
let’s time was 32:31.82. From then on 
through the cars were behind the 
mark set by Chevrolet. 

Candler Drives Fast. 

The most Interesting event on the 
prcegram was the special handicap 
match race between Asa G. Candler, 
Jr., the president of the Speedway, in 
his Fiat, and ‘Bill’ Stoddard in his 
National. 

Mr. Candler gave Mr. Stoddard a 
minute's handicap. For 7 miles the 
National held the lead, but directly in 
front of the grandstand the Fiat pass- 
ed to the lead and held it to the end. 
The fast time of 7:55.14 was made in 
this race, the event being run while 
the 200-mile race was in progress. 

The first event of the day, the 20- 
mile stock chassis race for cars of 
461 to 600 cubic inches piston displace- 
ment, was won by DePalma tn a Fiat 
car. He covered the 20 miles in 
15:57.41. 

The 10-mile special match race be- 
tween Bill Stoddard and his National 
and John Rutherford and his Fiat. 
was won by the latter in 8:53.30. This 
was arranged owing to the cars that 
were to meet Mr. Stoddard not appear- 
ing. 

The 10-mile stock chassis race for 
light cars was won by Endicott in a 
Cole car, an Indianapolis car and boy. 
Cole showed his heels all the way, 
winning in 10:04.87 over a Buick and 
an E. M. F. 

Ray Harroun, another Indianapolis 
boy with an Indianapolis car, a Mar- 
mon, won the 10-mile free-for-all) in 
good style. The time made in this 
race was the fast. average time of 
the meet. 

Harroun the Star Bill. 


Harroun was really the star of the 
Gay's racing, winning this event and 
the 200-mile race, winning for himself 
$750 in prize money and a beautiful 
cup for his manufacturers. 

The final event of the day was a 2- 
mile time trial by Ralph DePalma in 
his big Fiat. Ralph made the course 
in 1:32.09, and but for a little engine 
trouble just near the last. stretch, 
would ave come mighty close to the 
record

Men Held Seats. 

The outward momentum of the ca: 
was all that saved nervy Johnny Aitken 
and his mechanic. Both men held to 
their seats until the car came to a rest. 
When it stopped, the car faced at right 
angles with the track, almost turned 
completely around from its former 
course. 

The stee] frame of the car was 
turned under by its violent contact 
with the ground. About ten posts of 
the fence were carried along with the 
wreck. 

One of the most remarkable features 
of the wreck, showing the miraculous 
escape from death of the occupants of 
the car, was that one post was broken 
off short by striking the seat in which 
Aitken was sitting, barely two inches 
inches away from him. Had this posi 
Struck him it would probably have 
ended the career of this remarkable 
driver. 

The way the track was scrubbed up 
by all four wheels, showed that Aitken, 
with marvelous nerve and presence of 
mind, had shut off his power and put 
on the brakes, thus checking the mo- 
mentum of the machine. 

Judging from the photo of the wreck 
it is marvelous that anything can be 
built that would stand the terrific im- 
pact and not be entirely annihilated. 
The checking of the speed of the car 
was all that saved the lives of the two 
men. 

Second Mishap. 

This is the second time that the re- 
markable presence of mind of Aitken 
has saved his life. It will be remem- 


bered that last vear, that this kind of 


a mishap befell the National and Aitken 


slowed down right .in front of the 
grandstand and brought his machine toa 
a stop without harm being caused. 
The car was lifted from where it 
lay. two good wheels adiusted and 
carried to town.

Speech for Elkins, Read in 
Senate---Bacon-Elkins Agree- 
ment on Railway Bill O72.

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)— 
The regular republicans today repudi- 
ated the agreement made between Sen- 
ator Elkins, author of the administra- 
tion railroad bill, and Senator Bacon, 
representing the democrats, under the 
terms of which Senator Elkins agreed 
to abandon the entire bill, saving three 
sections, provided the democrats would 
withdraw their amendments and join 
with the regular republicans in voting 
down amendments offered by insurgent 
republicans, especially the long and 
short haul amendment. 

This latter amendment was offered 
by Senator Bacon, insurgent of Mon- 
tana. The report of the Elkins-Bacon 
agrecment made last Tuesday was pub- 
lished today in a New York newspaper. 
Senator Dixon had this read from the 
clerk’s desk. It resultedin Senator El- 
Kins experiencing a miserable half 
hour. To add to his distress was the 
knowledge that republicans did not ad- 
mit His right to make such an agree- 
ment. 

The article charged that Senator Ba- 
con had written the speech which Sen- 
ator Elkins had read on the floor last 
Tuesday, and, moreover, had followed 
the senator from West Virginia with 
a carbon copy of the statement in his 
hand to see that it was delivered letter 
perfect.

Georgia a National Epitome. 

‘Did it ever occur to your?” h¢ 
asked, “thaz to a controlling extent 
the state of Georgia is an epitome of 
the United States? Analyze for a mo- 
ment, and. you will see the accuracy of 
the cemparison. From the Tenness¢e 
line to the Florida border, and from 
the Atlantic -to the Chattahoochee, 
you will find virtually every variety 
of climate prevailing in this country. 

“An equal measure of versatility ap- 
plies as to soll, agricultural products, 
minerals, timber, naval stores and 
manufacturing industries. 

Sleeping Over Gold Mine. . 

“But we must carry news ,and G. 
vincing news, of these things, to ti. 
nation.. I speak. as a native, when I say 
that we in Georgia‘are almost literally 
sleeping over a gold mine. Had any 
tages, it wiuld have placarded civiliza- 
tags,e it would have placarded civiliza- 
tion and long ago have gone far for- 
ward in transmitting its potentialities 
into assets. 

“The rest of the nation doesn’t know 
Georgia. Its ignorance regarding the 
resources, the promise and the per- 
formance of this state is positively 
amazing. Misconception and yellow 
journalism have, too, done their part in 
discrediting or disparaging the state, 
giving us the sort of publicity that is 
pernicious, and that kindles indiffer- 
ence among the people we are most in- 
terested in reaching. 

They Vanish Inte Canada, 

“Take, for instance, those 75,000 
sturdy American farmers who annu- 
ally leave the overcrowded farms of 
the west and flow over into Canada. 
Georgia should, and must, have its 
share of this class, among the most 
substantial, thrifty and law-abiding of 
American citizens. 

“And we would draw our portion of 
these human makers of dividends if 
they knew the incomparable advan- 
tages Of Georgia over Canada, or even 
over that boasted west they are aban- 
doning. 

Owners, Not Renters. 

“What we need in this state is an 
increase of industrious white small 
farm-owners, and a decrease of the 
croppers, and we can largely effect 
this end by helping our own people 
and by encouraging the advent of the 
right sort of Amefican immigration. 

“The proposition. is purely a busi- 
ness one for business men to work 
out, and we can achieve nothing with- 
out the whole-hearted and persistent 
aid of the press of the state. 

An Age of Publicity. 

“We are living in an age in which 
intelligent and sane publicity is one 
of the most instrumental forces in 
molding public opinion and influenc- 
ing community and individual action.” 
continued Mr. Clark. “From one end 
of the country to the other, the verb 
‘to boost,’ has a national and electri- 
cal significance. We long ago dis- 
covered that modesty or impassivity 
is penalized by forfeiting to mong mill- 
tant cities and town and states the 
progress and position to which ou, 
God-given resources entitles us. 

“It is incumbent upon Georgia to 
take cognizance of and apply this les- 
son, if we would lead the van of the 
south in the coming and more pros- 
perous decades, as we have in. those 
now past. 


Cooperation the Keynote, 


“The only way in which I know this 
purpose may be effected is through in- 
telligent cooperation between the

ROOSEVELT URCES 
PEACE FOR WORLD 


Ex-President Before No- 
bel Prize Committee. 


Roosevelt Wants Agreement to 
Reduce Armaments, and Also 

- Favors Formation of Peace 
League by Nations-—Notable 
Assembly Heard Address. 


Christiania, May 6—Notwithstand- 
ing an occasional giving way of the 
voice, Theodore Roosevelt made'a deep 
impression on the audience which 
gathered today in the National Theater 
to hear the ex-president’s address on 
“International Peace,’ before the Nobe! 
prize committee. 

It was described by the members.of 
the committee as the most notable as- 
sembly since the Nobel prize wes 
founded. King Haakon and Queen 
Maud were present, as well as all mem- 
bers of the government, who occupied 
seats on the stage, and the entire par- 
liamentary body, among whom was 
Miss Rogstad, the first woman to be 
elected to the Norwegian storthing. 

The Nobel prize committee, the mem- 

bers of which are elected by the Nor- 
weigian storthing, in 1906 conferred 
upon the then president of the United 
States its meda] and money awarded 
in recognition of his services in bring- 
ing to a conclusion the Russo-Japanese 
war. 
In his address the former president 
entered upon the most difficult field 
of European politics, and in the con- 
clusion of a carefully-worked-out the- 
sis, advocated an international agree- 
ment that would serve to check the 
growth of armaments, especially naval 
armaments, and the formation by those 
great powers’ honestly bent on peace, 
of a league of peace, “not only to keep 
the peace among themselves, but to 
prevent, by force if necessary, its being 
broken by others.”

Overture Dedicated to Roosevelt. 


The overture by the orchestra at the 
opening of the session was specialty 
composed by the royal bandmaster, 
Johann Halverson, who dedicated it to 
Mr. Roosevelt. The theme embodied 
the Star Spangled Banner, Norse folk 
songs and melodies» The. stage was 
bordered with flowers and no Nor- 
wegian flag was visible, only the Stars 
and Stripes as a special compliment. 

The audience stood up when the king 
and queen and Mrs. Roosevelt took 
seats in the.royal.box, They. arose 
again when Mr. Roosevelt entered from 
the back of the stage, escorted by J. 
G. Leeviand, the former premier and 
president of the Noble prize commit- 
tee. Mr. Leevland introduced Mr. 
Roosevelt, who read his speech. From 
time to time, however, he departed 
from the text to repeat in the same 
words or in somewhat different words 
the ideas he had just expressed. 

Roosevelt's Tribute to Bjornson. 

Before taking up the subject of his 
official address Mr. Roosevelt spoke of 
the late Bjornstjerne Bjornson. = 
wish to pronounce a tribute,” he sald, 
“to the great Norwegian who has just 
died.”’ 

The whole house arose and stood 
with bowed heads for a moment and 
Mr. Roosevelt continued: “Whose death 
leaves a gap in the literature of the 
whole world.”’ ; 

He alluded to Bjornson as a man who 
had always stood for the right, as he 
conceived the right to be. 

The address was broken by abun- 
dant applause, in which the king join- 
ed. At its conclusion the queen stood 
and joined the audience in giving nine 
short cheers for Roosevelt. The col- 
onel proposed three cheers for Norway 
and led the cheering, but the house 
broke away and gave nine, following 
the Norwegian custom. The audience 
then sang the Norwegian national an- 
them and dispersed. 


Kieg Congratulates Roosevelt. 


The king and queen received Mr. 
Roosevelt in the reception room out- 
side the royal box and congratulated 
him warmly. On leaving the theater 
the king, with Colonel Roosevelt at 
his right, drove in one earriage to 
the palace, while the queen and Mrs. 
Roosevelt occupied another. 

This was a holiday in Christiania 
and the people gathered on either 
side of the broad drive to the palace 
in such numbers that Mr. Roosevelt 
was moved to remark that he had not 
seen such immense crowds anywhere 
else in Europe on his trip. 

Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, the explorer, 
paid a visit to Mr. Roosevelt today 
and recalled that he had told Mr. 
Roosevelt ten or twelve years ago that 
if any American discovered the North 
Pole he would pick Peary. 

Statue for Reosevelt. 


The ex-president today gave Sculp- 
tor Vigland a forty-five-minute sit- 
ting for a statue, which admirers in 
North Dakota intend to erect. Colonel 
Roosevelt wrote to Representative 
Louis B. Hann, who has the matter 
in hand, in which he. said that if his 
friends were going to have a statue 
he thought it ought to be typical of 
his early days in North Dakota, either 
as a frontier farmer or a cowboy. The 
main thing was the right sort of a pic- 
ture; whether it was a likeness of him 
or not, did not matter.

At Wednesday evening’s meeting, 
William A. Vernoy, a deacon, asked 
for letters for himself and family; and 
for some other families who were 
not present. Mr, Vernoy moved that 
the vote on letters be taken by fami- 
Wes, but thig was overruled, and the 
voting was on individual members. 

Mrs. J. R. Chase, the wife of the 
ex-organist, asked that her name be 
dropped from the roll. She was in- 
formed that she could secure a let- 
ter. It is said that about 50 members 
in all secured letters. 

These withdrawals were believed by 
some to be the result of a trouble 
that started in the church over a year 
ago about a paid entertainment which 
was given in the church, some oppos- 
ing such an affair, and others favoring 
it.

MND HOME ON FIRE 


MysterySurroundsMorn- 


ing Blaze at Rome. 
Mrs. Harry A. Uhles Found Un- 
conscious on Steps of Home 
When Firemen Arrived---Foul 
Play Suspected.

TROOPS CALLED (BACON KNOCKS 


TU STOP RIOTING 


Foreigners Are Attacking 
Mines in Illinois. 


Nearly One Thousand Strikers 
March From Mine to Mine 
Driving Out Americans Who 
Are at Work---Governor De- 
neen Orders Out Troops. 


Danville, Ill, May 56.—With 200 
troops resting on their arms here to- 
night prepared to march on Westville, 
the mining settlement, at a moment's 
| notice, all is quiet there and it is be- 
lieved it will not be recessary to send 
the soldiers there tonight. 

However, Sheriff Helmick is appre- 
hensive and rather than take any 
chances with the foreign element at 
the mines, which is threatening Ameri- 
can miners, will insist that the troops 
be kept here until all signs of trouble 
have disappeared. 

Asked for Troops. 

Westville has been the scene of sev- 
eral demonstrations during the day, but 
so far there has been no actual clash 
of any kind. This afternoon the crowd 
on the streets became se great the 
sheriff, who had gone there with his 
deputies, feared that if there was an 
Outbreak he would be unable to cope 
with it, consequently he called Govern- 
or Deneen by long distance telephone 
and asked for troops. Company I, of 
Danville, and Company M, of Cham- 
paign, were ordered to prepare for a 
trip to Westville. The Danville com- 
pany is under arms at the armory and 
the Champaign company arrived this 
evening. 

This afternoon foreigners numbering 
about 1,000 congregated on the main 
Street of Westville and discussed the 
situation at the mines. They made no 
demonstations, but some of the hot- 
heads made threats as to what would 
happen if the Americans attempted to 
return to their work tomorrow. 

Only Few Men at Work. 

The Americans have been employed 
since the mines closed, installing 
safety devices. With the exception of 
possibly one dozen men there is not a 
miner at work in this district now. 
Yesterday there were 200 who have 
been working installing safety devices. 
These were all Americans and when the 
foreign element learned of it, they held 
mass meetings and demanded that 
every miner quit work. They claimed 
they were being discriminated against 
because of their nationality and 
marched in a body ‘to four mines and 
demanded that the fen quit work. The 
foreigners were armed with baseball 
bats, clubs and stones and presented 
a formidablo appearance as they 
marched through the streets. 

The Americans at several mines fled 
at the approach of the mob. 

Many families in the district are 
said to be starving because of the 


shut-down of the mines and the situa- 
tion is declared to be desperate. 


Hundreds of Rioters. 


The attacks were made by 700 or 
800 miners, mostly Slavs and Italians, 
who declared that their wives and chil- 
dren were crying for food and that 
they themselves were hungry. Mass- 
ing first at Westville, they marched 
from mine to mine, in Kelleyville, 
Westville, South Westville and Little 
Vermillion, armed with big clubs and 
stones. No shots were fired.

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REFEREE SYSTEM 


Georgian Wants Change 
in the South. 


Under Referee System Bacon 
Says Southern People Have 
No Voice in Choice of Federal 
Officials--Carter Wants Postal 
Service Out of Politics. 


Washington, May 6.—Commending 
thé election law system of his state, 
Senator Bourne, of Oregon, in an ex- 
tended speech in the senate today, 
aroused a general debate on the ques- 
tion of representative government, 
especially on the effect upon the south- 
ern states of the present system of 
selecting federal officials for that 
great section. Mr. Bourne dwelt in 
terms of admiration on the present 
method of conducting elections and se- 
kecting office-holders in his state 

Bacen en Referee System. 

No sooner had he taken his seat 
than Senator Bacon, of Georgia, en- 
tered upon a plea for a change where- 
by the southern states would be ac- 
corded more voice in the appointment 
of federal officials than is now per- 
mitted under the referee system. The 
Georgia senator’s speech evoked ex- 
‘tended remarks by Senator Carter, of 
Montana, in advocacy of a change in 
the postal system, taking that system 
out of politics. 

Disclaiming any intention of being 
partisan, Mr. Bacon asserted that the 
federal offices in the south were used 
as a mere reward for campaign ser- 
vices and as a conspicuous part of the 
spoils system. 

Agreeing with a suggestion made 
by his colleague, Mr. Clay, to the ef- 
fect that the senate should adopt a 
rule against the confirmation of any 
federal appointee not indorsed by the 
senators from his state, Mr. Bacon 
entered-upon a general condemnation 
of the referee system prevailing in 
the south. 

Remedy Is Sought. 

Suggesting that the interference of 
senators and representatives in the se- 
lection of federah appointees still would 
preserve the spoils system, Mr. Hale 
urged upon Mr. Bacon the necessity of 
discovering a remedy which would 
avoid this difficulty. 

Mr. Bacon, however, insisted upon 
the right of members of congress at 
least to “guide” in the matter, be- 
cause, he said, they were “under the 
law o* 

Mr. Gallinger suggested that the 
adoption of a primary election system 
would supply a complete remedy. Mr. 
Carter found in the postal commission's 
proposed change of the postal laws 
a panacea for all the ills complained | 
of. 

Under that system the postal service 
would be put upon a business basis 
and an employee rewarded for merit. 
and by eliminating the 59,000 postmas- 
ters in the country from politics, all 
the difficulties suggested by Mr. Ba- 
con would be overcome. 

The Carter scheme 4id not appeal 
to Mr. Hale. He denounced it as pr 
plan for the obliteration of all state 
lines and the usurpation of power by 
the federal government.
